Golden Jubilee 

St. Josaphat's Parish, Edmonton 


The Fall of 1955 was a truly 
memorable one for the parishioners 
of St. Josaphat’s parish and for their 
Spiritual Directors, the Basilian 
Fathers, because at that time they 
celebrated the Fiftieth Anniversary 
since the building of their first 
church in Edmonton. 

Instead of the humble frame 
structure which was completed in 
1905, there now stands a magnificent 
edifice, of brick and concrete and 
valued at $400,000, which is a tribute 
to ■ Ukrainians everywhere. This 
church, which is by far the loveliest 
religious building in Edmonton, 
serves as an example to all people 
and is evidence of what can be 
accomplished through inspired lead¬ 
ership and through co-operation by 
devoted parishioners. 

When the Basilian Fathers first 
came to Edmonton on Nov. 1, 1902, 
the city had a population of 5,445 
and there were only 10-12 Uk¬ 
rainian Catholic families there. 
Today, Edmonton has a population 
close to 200,000 and St. Josaphat’s 
parish alone has around 1,000 
families. 

When our priests first came to 
Edmonton the Oblate Fathers were 
very helpful and considerate and 
even allowed the Basilians to have 


Mass regularly at St. Joachim’s 
Church. However, as people learned 
about the presence of the Basilian 
Fathers the Ukrainian community 
increased and the need of their own 
church occupied the minds of these 
early parishioners. As the result of 
this desire, and under the able 
guidance of Fr. C. Dydyk, construc¬ 
tion on the first Ukrainian Cath¬ 
olic Church in Edmonton was begun 
on June 26, 1904, despite the fact 
that money was scarce and times 
were difficult. The blessing of the 
church took place on St. Josaphat’s 
Feast Day, November 27, 1904. In 
1905 this building was completed on 
the outside, and inside work was 
finished the following year in April. 
The parish continued to grow so 
rapidly that the church had to be 
enlarged in 1913. 

During the year 1938 which 
marked the 950th anniversary of 
Christianity in Ukraine, it was 
decided to build a fitting memorial 
to mark this occasion and the idea 
of the present church was originated 
by Father Dydyk. The first organi¬ 
zational meeting re building began 
February 12, 1939, and construction 
was begun in that same year. 

Construction of the church was 
complicated by the fact that World 
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War II broke out during the same 
year and the added obstacles of 
rising costs and shortages of 
materials contributed to the diffi¬ 
culties. Rather than be stopped by 
these discouragements, work forged 
ahead with renewed determination 
and progressed steadily until that 
memorable day when the church 
was officially opened by His 
Eminence Eugene Cardinal Tisserant 
at a ceremony June 3, 1948. Interior 
painting of the church was begun 
several years ago by Professor Julian 
Bucmaniuk and is now on the verge 
of completion. The colorful religious 
paintings on the walls and ceiling 
of the church are a further tribute 
to the work being carried on in 
the parish today. Construction of 
the church was completed while Fr. 
Kamenetsky was parish priest and 
the painting was begun when Fr. S. 
Shewchuk held that position. Father 
B. Sloboda, the present pastor who 
is well known for his choir activi¬ 
ties accross Canada, is diligently and 
skilfully continuing the work of his 
predecessors and the parish con¬ 
tinues to grow under his able leader¬ 
ship. 

In 1948, following the designation 
of a new Ukrainian Catholic diocese 
to consist of Alberta, British Colum¬ 
bia and the Northwest Territories, 
the church became a cathedral with 
the Most Reverend Bishop Neil 
Savaryn as the exarch. 

December 4, 1955, was chosen as 
the day to commemorate the fiftieth 
anniversary and the first activity of 
the day was a pontifical High Mass 
at which the Most Reverend Bishop 
Neil Savaryn officiated. Following 
Mass, a banquet was held at the Na¬ 
tional Hall during which speeches of 


praise for the work of the Basilian 
Fathers were expressed by dig¬ 
nitaries of the Church, Parish, City, 
and both Provincial and Dominion 
governments. The Jubilee celebra¬ 
tions concluded with an evening, 
concert. 

The praises voiced for the Basilian 
Fathers were justly deserved be¬ 
cause their history among the Uk¬ 
rainian Catholics is an exemplary 
one and is filled with many accounts 
of personal sacrifice in the service 
of God. Their inspired guidance, 
kindness, diligence, and under¬ 
standing have endeared them to the 
hearts of all who have come to 
know them. 

Among their numerous activities 
the Basilian Fathers have not 
neglected the Youth and it is due 
to their foresight that our own 
YOUTH magazine was begun and 
continued. It is very fitting to add, 
at this point, that we have always 
received splendid support and en¬ 
couragement from parishes where 
Basilian Fathers are pastors and it 
is our sincere hope that they will 
continue to do so in the future. 

The YOUTH would like to join 
other well-wishers by expressing the 
hope that the work of the Basilian 
Fathers may continue to grow im¬ 
measurably and serve as an in¬ 
spiration to all. We can rest assured 
that as long as they are among us, 
our customs, traditions, and religious 
welfare will be maintaned at a high 
level.

Is there anything wrong with 
young people going out to parties 
or other social affairs where they 
drink alcoholic beverages? 

Before starting to discuss this 
question let us first fix clearly in 
our minds whom we are going to 
refer to when we speak of young 
people. If we refer to young adults, 
those over 21, there are times when 
it is inevitable that they come in 
contact with what is commonly re¬ 
ferred to as social drinking. There 
are various times when they attend 
functions where cocktails and other 
beverages are served. There is noth¬ 
ing wrong with this provided that 
the participants do not carry the 
habit to extremes and that they keep 
within reasonable limits. 

However, let us concentrate the 
rest of our discussion to teen-agers 
in regard to the matter of alcoholic 
beverages. 

It is this writer’s opinion that 
teen-agers should avoid the use of 
liquor at parties, dances and other 
affairs, under all circumstances. 

Why is it that so many of the 
so-called house parties for young 
people have to place such great em¬ 
phasis on alcoholic beverages? Why 
is it that whenever a foursome or 
a larger group of young people go 
to a dance, they insist on taking 
along a bottle or two—to liven things 
up?

Is it proper 
that young people should imbibe in 
spirits until their senses reel and 
they make fools of themselves and 
commit deeds for which they will 
be sorry the rest of their lives? Many 
persons take the attitude that no 
harm is done by one drink. Maybe 
not, but one drink leads to another 
and before long it becomes a vicious 
habit which can lead to no good. 
Under the influence of drink, young 
people are more easily tempted to 
do wrong by committing acts of im¬ 
purity and acts of violence. Why put 
temptation deliberately ahead of us? 

One need only browse through 
the daily newspapers to learn about 
how many young people are arrested 
for speeding through busy intersec¬ 
tions while under the “influence”. 
Think of how many people are help¬ 
lessly crippled for life, and how 
many lives are lost just because of 
the recklessness caused by young¬ 
sters who insist that they “can take 
it”. Consider too, how much crime 
and juvenile deliquency can be 
traced back to young poeple who 
began drinking because of the thrill 
it would give them. 

Many more examples of the re¬ 
sults of drinking by young people 
could be given but let the case rest 
with the evidence given. 

Surely th e youth of today are 
more sensible than to fall prey to 
the evils which result from alcoholic 
beverages. Youth should be a time 
of glorious achievements, not an in- 
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terval when young people with a 
future are drawn down into the gut¬ 
ter.
